At one cent per bottle, or glass, the 
Palmetto State took in $4,170,725 from this source last 
year. Georgians presumable consume more soft drinks 
than South Carolinians. 

There is an electric energy tax in South Carolina. 
Georgia has no such tax. Most other Southern States 
have some kind of special tax on public utilities; Geor- 
gia does not. A tax of five tenths of one mill upon 
each kilowatt hour of hydroelectric power manufac- 
tured or generated brought in $1,537,415 to South Car- 
olina last year. [t is not known how much such a tax 
would net in Georgia. (A gross receipts tax of 3 per- 
cent on public utilities, such as Tennessee has, would 
bring Georgia $9,000,000). 

The beer tax is twice as high in South Carolina as it 
is in Georgia. The stamp is 4 cents per bottle, while Geor- 
gia’s is 2 cents. From beer and wine, South Carolina col- 
lected $6,033,237 last year. Georgia got only $4,045,000. 
By doubling her beer tax, Georgia could add two or three 
million dollars.

Friday, T. V. Griffis, father of 
the dead man, came from Lees 
burg, Fla., where he now lives. to 
sign a warrant charging Houze 


with the murder of his son. Fri 
day night, Special!

The arrest was made by R. S. 
Sutton and R. B. Whittington, of 
the Jacksonville homicide squad. 


It was the second time Houze

Alabama’s Governor, James Fol- 
som, demanded legislation to out- 
law the faceless mobs that terror- 
ized the Birmingham area. 

Folsom also ordered Attorney 
General A. A. Carmichael to 
launch legal action that would dis- 
franchise hooded gangs of any 
kind. The Alabama Senate imme- 
diately approved the proposal to 
kill Kluxsterism. 

This was in contrast to similar 
efforts in Georgia where a Ku 
Klux death knell law was de- 
feated in the House. 

Authorities in Birmingham, 
meanwhile, continued their search 
for the mobsters who lashed Billy 
Guyton Stovall, a 3l-year-old Navy 
veteran and father of two young 
children. 

Stovall said a masked gang told 
him he was being beaten because 
he forced his wife to work. They 
threatened to drag him out of his 
house and whip him again if he 
told police or newsmen about the 
incident. 

In Georgia, Appeals Court 
Judge J. M.C. Townsend blasted 
the Kluxers as “hooded mob- 
sters.” A few hours later, Dr. 
Samuel Green, the KKK Grand 
Dragon, conducted a fiery cross 
show at Stone Mountain, near 
Atlanta.

ae What with keeping his club well up in the 
pennant race, catching better than fair and hitting a merry .337, 
it was beginning to look like Clifford R. Dapper, manager of the 
Atlanta Crackers, was never going to make a mistake that we news- 


paper folks could criticize. 

But Cliff proved he’s only human by succumbing to the 
wishes of writers on the trip to Memphis and Little Rock 
and picked himself a Southern League All-Star team. 

Now ordinarily a manager couldn’t be criticized for doing 
even that. But Dapper ought to go out and have his head 
examined. 


He didn’t pick Dapper as one of the catchers. 

Modesty, of course, is the cause of it. But even modesty 
shouldn’t be carried too far. A Southern League All-Star team 
without Dapper will be as phony as a fifty-cent piece made in tne 
back room of my house. 

Al Todd, Manager of the Memphis Chicks and a former 
skipper at Mobile, where Dapper was the Southern’s out- 
standing player in 1947, hit the nail on the head the other 
day when he analyzed the Atlanta club. 

After praising Lloyd Gearhart, Dave Williams, Ralph 
Brown and a number of pitchers, Todd weund by by saying: 


“But the kingpin is the big guy behind the ‘plate. Just look 
at him catch, hit and do everything, despite the burden of having 
to run the club.” 

Lot of folks are wondering just why the Crackers are as high 
in the race as they are. It’s right before the eyes, wearing a big 
No. 20 on the back, and the name is Cliff Dapper. 


co | But getting back to Cliff’s All-Star team, which 
Six Crackers isn’t bad with the exception of the catching. 
We find him choosing an even half a dozen of his own players, 
which is natural. 

He picked Gene Verble over the field as shortstop, and that’s 
quite a compliment to:the scrappy little North Carolinian. By 
Dapper’s Own admisison, the league has the best shortstops he’s 
ever seen. 


Fact of the matter is, Dapper believes there are six in the 
circuit better than the best in the Triple A International 
League last year. Cliff was with Montreal, the Little World 
Series champs, in 1948. 


The Cracker skipper picked two of his pitchers, Carl Lindquist 
and Dick Hoover, and naturally named Lloyd Gearhart as one of 
the outfielders and Dave Williams as his second baseman. 


It was something of a surprise to shim pick Chet 
Hajduk as a utility man. That is, it is a surprise until you 
check back on what Hadjuk has done this year. Then it’s 
evident why the skipper chose him. 

Chet, out first with a cracked nose and again with a groin in- 
jury, has played four different positions for the Crackers. He’s 
filled in at third base, shortstop, first base and in right field.

He makes the flat statement 
that none of the “puppet states” 
is equipped for war, is capable 
of fighting a serious war or 
wants war. He says the basic at- 
titude of these countries to the 
United States is “compounded 
of respect for our power, igno- 
rance and fear.” 


He says the overriding im- 
pression the visitor will get in 
the Iron Curtaing countries is 
poverty. But despite that pover- 
ty, he tells of only one case 
of personal corruption. 


Gunther’s book is — notable 
mostly for the impression this 
observer of the international 
scene has formed after his own 
tour through the Soviet fringe. 

One major point he makes is 
that much of the trouble be- 
tween Russia anc the other na- 
tions is “Russian ignorance.” On 
the whole, he finds Americans 
abroad are doing a good job, 
with some officers praised high- 
ly here and there. He says the 
U. S. does not have a policy 


for Germany, but that the So-~ 


viet policy on Germany is al- 
most “confused.”

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CAMERA NEWS 


~ If You're a Camera Bug, 


Fix Negative Filing System ; 


By IRVING DESFOR 
At least once a year camera fans should be reminded of 
the importance of preserving their negatives in some sort 
of a filing system. Before the Summer’s accumulation 
of pictures really gets rolling into high gear, this is the 


_ time to start. 
The progress of a photographer 


can be judged by his attitude to- 
wards negatives. As a rank ama- 
teur undoubtedly he never real- 
ized their value and never saved 
them. With more experience there 
probably came a time when he be- 
gan to leave them in the envelopes 


as they came from the drug store. 
With still more knowledge he 
learned to judge his results from 
the negative and not merely from 
the print. Now they all went into 
a single box or envelope through 
which he pawed when looking for 
a particular shot. Finally, with 
due appreciation, the negatives are 
sorted, identified and filed. 

Wait until some favorite snap- 
shot is given away, lost or dam- 
aged and needs to be replaced. 
Without «n original negative you’ll 
experience first hand the loss in 
time, trouble and money this 
means. It ought to reform your 
negative attitude. 


THE QUICKEST WAY to learn 
about negatives is by processing 
them yourself. But let’s assume 
you have the negatives properly 
fixed, washed and free from dirt 
and scratches. Now what? 

A system of identification in uni- 
form envelopes all kept in one box 
is the answer. This involves a

minimum of expense. You can 
dispense with made-to-order nega- 
tive envelopes. Instead use the 


most inexpensive stationer’s ma- 
nila envelope which measures 4 by 
9144 inches. Seal the flap and cut 
the envelope in half. You now 
have two negative envelopes meas- 
uring 4 by 4%4 inches. These 
should be kept upright in a suit- 
able, sturdy box (cardboard will 
do) in regular card filing fashion. 
The top identification line, with 
date and place, should be easy to 
read as you riffle through the 
cards. Any other pertinent details, 
remarks and exposure data can be 
added elsewhere on the envelope. 
Cross reference to other envelopes 
ot pictures taken at the same time 
may also be inclyded. At all times 
you should keep in mind this ques- 
tion: “If I wanted this picture 
where would I look for it?” 


WITH PEOPLE, it is an easy 
matter to put the person’s name in 
the upper left corner, a word or 
two as to what he’s doing and the 
date. In that way merely skim- 
ming the envelopes will tell you 
whether you have to stop and ex- 
amine more closely for a particu- 
lar item. Naturally all pictures 
of-one subject taken at the same 
time should be kept in the same 
envelope. Saves envelopes and 
writing. If there’s a favorite ex- 
pression among many _§ similar 
shots, clip a corner of the negative 
to set it apart. 

Some general subjects like: “Va- 
cation, 1949 . . Camping” be 
long together in a group. .Then 
follow individual envelopes with 
separate subdivisions like ‘“Scén- 
ery,’ “Fishing,” “Hiking,” etc.

Fuller Warren said yesterday 
he will postpone drawing his 
$1,000 a month salary for the next 
three months because of Florida’s 
financial pinch. 

He also said: “Frank Wright and 
Charlie Clark, executive  assist- 
ant, will draw only 75 percent of 
their salaries due them for July, 
August and September. 

“The money thus withheld will 
enable other personne! in the Gov- 
ernor’s office to receive- full sal- 
aries during this emergency period. 

“Tt will be necessary for me to 
borrow sufficient money to live on 
during this 90-day period. In bor- 
rowing this money I am mortgag- 
ing my only automobile. : 

“The law does not permit a pub- 
lic official to renounce his salarv 
but I feel justified in postponing 
my salary until the State is able 
to pay it. 

“Because it is necessary for other 
departments of government to 
have so many more employees in’ 
order to carry out their duties, it 
will be impossible for them to pull: 
through this emergency period by 
resorting to the action that we in 
the Governor's office have been 
forced to take.”

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Paul Webb's New York Case 


- Fulton County’s Solicitor, Paul Webb, 
has completed a defense in an extradition 
case in New York. A Negro prisoner 
pleaded that his life would be endangered 
and that he would be subjected to cruel 
and unusual punishment if returned to 
Ben Hill camp from which he escaped. 

Paul Webb has started something which, 
while expensive, we believe worth while. 
In the past such hearings have gone by 
default, the State not being represented. 
In this case the Negro’s testimony was not 
true and easily refuted. Whether the court 
will so hold none can say. But there was 
an overwhelming supply of unimpeached 
evidence to deny the defendant’s charges. 

Paul Webb has done the State and 
County a service. 

But, let’s be frank. There are counties 


in Georgia which cannot in honesty make 
a defense. We could not, in honesty, de- 
fend them editorially. We could not say, 
for example, that in the counties where 
lynchings have recently occurred that a 
returned prisoner’s life would be safe and 
that he would not be subjected to cruel 
and unusual punishment. 

It is these counties which give us a bad 
name the State as a whole does not de- 
serve. It is these counties, which defend 
their own evil, which stultify the charac- 
ter of the whole State. The sooner the 
people of Georgia realize that the Com- 
munists, the Ku Klux Klan, the’ lynch- 
minded counties must all know, and feel, 
the weight of an outraged public opinion, 
the sooner Georgia will win’a reputation 
for justice and honor. 


Lesson in Decentralization 


Textron, Incorporated, with plants 
widely scattered over East and South, has 
given up centralized control as too costly. 
In the past, Textron has controlled all 
operations from its central office in New 
‘York. Under the new plan, control is re- 
gionalized through division managers and 


unnecessary staff functions are being 
eliminated. 
Decentralization has already effected 
savings at the rate of $2,000,000 a year. 
The big business of government might 
get some valuable lessons from studying 


the new Textron setup. 


What's a Good Governor Worth? 


Illinois legislators are considering a 
bill that would raise their Governor’s pay 
from $12,000 to $25,000 a year. The meas- 
ure seems to have bi-partisan backing. 

Proponents point out that in Califor- 
nia, Massachusetts, Michigan, New Jersey 
and New York the Governors draw from 
$20,000 to $25,000. Besides, the President 
of the University of Illinois gets $20,000 
and the seven State Supreme Court 
Judges $18,000 each. 

These sister States won't give Georgia 


a chance. We recently hiked our Gover- 
nor’s pay to the $12,500 mark. 

Just as we were beginning to catch up, 
they have to raise the ante. 

When you compare the pay of a-Gov- 
ernor to the salary of a chief executive in 
private business, it is obvious that the 
State under pays. 

Illinois will probably approve the $25,- 
000 salary. 

A good Governor is worth that much 
at ledst. 


Let's Not Delay Too Long 


If Gov. Talmadge and his legal advisors 
believe authority exists under present 
statutes to take the Milledgeville Hospital 
from the Welfare Department and insti- 


tute the Kelly Plan of operation, we urge 


that the shift be effected as soon as prac- 
ticable. 


To wait until the Legislature meets in 
January is to invite the danger that apathy 
and perhaps political pressures will in the 
meantime gain the upper hand. 


The Kelly Plan, advanced two years 
ago by Dean Lombard Kelly, of the Geor- 
gia Medical School and approved by the 
House of Delegates of the Georgia Medi- 
cal Society as well as the Better Health 
Conference, proposes that medical care at 
all State-owned hospitals be integrated 
into the Medical College. 


As we understand the laws, new legis- 
lation would be necessary to transfer Bat- 


tey, Alto and the prison hospitals from 
their respective departments. All these: 
hospitals ought to be operated in conjunc- 
tion with the Medical College, 

Immediate transfer of Milledgeville, 
however, would be the beginning of the 
basic reform sorely needed. It would 
serve to keep alive the issue until the Gen- 
eral Assembly convenes, when the Kelly 
Plan could be put into full operation. 

Hospital reform is one of Georgia’s 
urgent needs. And it is.about the only one 
of a long list that can be effected without 
more tax money. In fact, it most likely 
will save money. And certainly it will 
give patients in State-owned hospitals 
more adequate medical attention. More- 
over, it will give Georgia’s young physi- 
cians the finest of training. 

We hope Gov. Talmadge can arrange 
the transfer as soon as the Medical College 
gives word it is ready. 


Each Person 
Who Leaves Takes--- 


(After long years I went back— ) 
It was quite hot when we pulled up to the 
railroad tracks and got out of the car. The mail 
bag was there, on the steel arm, close by the rails, all but empty, 
corseted by the grip of the automatic holder, awaiting the snatching 
arm of the “through train.” There was not a person around. The 
agentless station was closed. Across the tracks the bushes and 
weeds grew lush in the old piles wherevonce the coke-ovens sent 
their thin smoke into the air by day and their banner of red flame 
by night. A July fly gave his raucus, nasal cry. Somewhere near 
a rooster crowed forlornly. Over in the town a mother called for 
a missing boy, her “Ohhhhhh Harry” carrying over the row of 
buildings that followed the straggling street which in turn followed 
a creek. Only these broke the stillness. 


Ruins Far to the right the abandoned, broken ruins of the once 

tall tipple stood etched against the sky. The grass and 
the bushes and the young trees had all but covered the hideous 
ugliness of the scene as it was in the days when coal was being dug 
from the old mines—local Number One of the United Mine Workers 
of America was born at the mines. 

I remember seeing my first train there, hiding my face against 
my father’s shoulders as the black monster rushed out of the early 
dark from around the near-by curve, red flaring from its firebox, 
sparks flooding from its stack; steam hissing from its drivers, and 
all its accumulated rattles and clanging and banging adding up 
to a monstrous, ominous sound and threat to a boy of five and to 


_ the horses and mules hitched to near-by wagons and buggies. 


Monster I recall yet the wonder of it, when the clanging, fu- 

rious monster had stopped, to turn and look and see 
the people getting off and on its coaches; watching the station agent 
get the freight out of the baggage car onto the wagon. They looked, 
to my young and farm-bound eyes, like palatial, fairy vehicles—did 
those dirty, cinder-driven, .tobacco-stained coaches—the Oakdale 
“Accommodation.” 


Beyond it flared the coke ovens, themselves fearful and awful 
in the dark. At the mud-caulked doors one could see through cracks 
into the white-hot interior where the very bricks of the cone-shaped 
ovens were melted until the surface of them was smoothed into 


tortured, molten curves. 
Hell The Presbyterian preacher used to say that hell was hotter 
even than the coke ovens and thereby giving me my first 
doubts about the accuracy of sermons, since obviously nothing 
could be hotter than those ovens with their pulsing, white-hot 
flames in which there was always the tint of red. But, even so, 
there was the smoke of them in the sermons and even the most 
daring of us shuddered at the thought of spending eternity in flames 
comparable to the consuming sulphur fury of the Soddy, Tenn., 
coke ovens. 


Standing there in the clean silence where once there was the 
smoke and the sound and the dirt and flame of mine and ovens; 
seeing how nature had been at work to cover the scars; noting the 
creek running clear and beautifully over the round stones where 
30 years ago it ran black and turgidly, I could almost feel the swift 
passing of the years, hear the old voices and the men ‘and the 
women whom I used to see there in the town, some of them ny kin, 
when we came up from the farm along the distant river many years 
ago. 

Once I went in the mines, wearing the old-fashioned miner’s 
lamp, a wick in oil fitted into a little metal holder that fitted on a 
cap. I can remember yet the flickering, moving lights of others 
ahead of us; the drip of water, the smell of coal dust and the chill 
that seemed to enter me. There were Welsh miners there and their 
names are still on the town and the mountains above it. 
Pp astor al Now the scene was almost pastoral and all the sound 
and movement of the old day were gone. So was 
the plume of smoke that was always over the town and so, I knew, 
would be gone the banner of red in the skies. 

Once the miners were to be seen on the streets of the town, 
clad in their blackened clothes; their faces grimy and smeared, 
their eyes white and vivid in the mask of their trade. I remember 
when I saw my first Negro I thought at first it was a coal miner. 

But I was a boy then, come maybe once a month to the town. 


Store We turned from the deserted, locked station, where once 

_men lounged and the telegrapher’s ticker chattered, to the 
stone building where once was the other fairyland of my boyhood— 
the company store. It was a commissary for the miners and I did 
not understand then the mutterings about the costs and the charges 
against the pay roll. 

To me it was a place I yearned to see as our buggy moved from 
the farm to town. It had always a huge stalk of bananas hanging 
on the porch. Inside, to the right, was the glass-covered case where 
stick candy and ribbons and lace and other perishables were in- 
me merged protected from the dust and dirt of the town. The store 
smelled of coffee, of kerosene, of new shoes, of bolts of cloth, 
of bananas, of candy, of saddles and harness.

Couldn't We Go Just One Step Further? 


M. L. St. John, whose column appears here on Wednesdays and Sundays, ts on vacation. 


Gov. Talmadge virtually has placed his stamp of approval on the Kelly Plan for correlating 
medical education in Georgia with State hospitals. Under the Kelly Plan, University of Georgia 


Medical School graduates would be rotated in the hospitals in need of medical personnel. 


The re- 


cent Milledgeville furor and its results would indicate the Governor is wise in turning to the Kelly 
Plan—a plan which has the indorsement of Georgia’s Better Health Conference, as well as of the 


House of Delegates of the State Medical Society. 


The Kelly Plan was Number Three among 52 
recommendations approved by the Better Health 
Conference at its September, 1948, session in 
Macon and submitted to the State Legislature in 
January. 


The Governor pointed out the Medical 
School at Augusta graduates 69 students this 
year and their education costs the State’s tax- 
payers $5,000 for each of the 69 graduates. 
The Governor says: “Certainly the State 
should have priority on their intern services, 
provided we meet proper standards so the 
graduates could get full credit for their in- 
ternship in the State institutions.” 


The: Governor’s attention is invited to a plan 
whereby the State would not only use the interns 
of the State School, but would have available the 


services of physicians educated in other schools | 


as well. 

The Mississippi Medical Education Plan pri- 
marily is an effort to combat doctor shortages in 
rural areas, but it also can be used effectively to 
alleviate doctor shortages in other fields, in this 
case, State institutions. 

Mississippi’s plan, explained earlier this year 
in a series of articles in The Constitution, is a 
loan program which pays the student’s way 
through medical school and in return asks at 
least two years of service by the young physi- 
cian, in a rural area of the State. 


Georgia needs more doctors in rural areas, 
tee, just as it needs more doctors in public 
health work. A Georgia version of the Mis- 
sissippi Medical Education Program could 
stipulate that a certain percentage of the 
State-aided graduates must serve for a period 
of time at one of the State’s hospitals, 


Mississippi set up a five-man Board composed 
eof the Dean of the Medical School of the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi; the Executive Direetor of 


the State Board of Health; President of the Mis- 
sissippi State Medical Association, and two mem- 
bers from the State at large. 

This Board grants $5,000 loans to qualified 
pre-med applicants with which to pay for medi- 
cal education in any accredited four-year medical 
school in the United States. Upon completion of 
that education, and two years’ internship, the 
young doctor must serve two years in an area 
designated by the State. For each of these years, 
$1,000 is deducted from the total $5,000 owed by 
the graduate. At the end of the two-year period, 
the doctor may repay the remainder of the loan, 
with interest, and upon so doing is relieved of 
all obligation to the State, or he may elect to 
serve three more years in the area where the 
State has sent him. In that event, the entire in- 
debtedness is wiped out. 


Georgia, with graduates coming from 
medical schools all over the nation, could 
require that a percentage of the young doc- 
tors serve in State insitutions such as Battey 
and Milledgeville, and with the Public Health 
Department. Others would go te rural areas, 
possibly te staff the new hospitals which rap- 
idly are rising in the State under the im- 
petus of the Hill-Burton Act. — 


A national bill embodying features of the 
Mississippi Plan—plus financial aid to medical 
schools—was introduced in the Congress by Rep. 
Don Wheeler, of Georgia, when the Mississippi 
program was brought to his attention by The 
Constitution. This«legislation now awaits action 
in the House Committee on Education and Labor. 


Thus the Kelly Plan would increase the effi- 


ciency of Georgia doctor training and ce-ordinate | 


the activities of the State’s medica] institutions; 
the medical education program would insure and 
accelerate the flow of trained physicians to pub- 
lie duties and private practice where they are 
needed most; and the health picture in Georgia 
would be a brighter one indeed.

Editor Constitution: The statement, “What 
we have never known we cannot miss,” is not 
exactly true in my case. My father was fatally 
injured boarding an old-fashioned doorless trolley 
on his way to the now defunct Theological Sem- 
inary here in Atlanta, where he was a senior stu- 
dent. A week later, on Dec. 17, he died. I was 
11 months old. Although I cannot remember my 
father, I have missed him. When other children 
ran to meet Daddy coming home from work and 
flung childish arms of welcome around his neck, 
I missed him, because I saw and experienced— 
not jealousy—but genuine loss. When they begged 
of Daddy a nickel for ice cream, I missed my 
father. I had a nickel for every one of theirs, but 
it was not the same. There were many other 
times when my heart yearned. 


But there has been a satisfying side too. While 
I cannot actually remember seeing my father, | 
feel I have known him quite well, and the things 
I have learned about him have helped me to a 
better understanding of myself. 

In looking at his photographs I know that he 
loved flowers, because in each one there is a rose- 
bud fastened to his lapel.

loud investigations, the shabby political intrigues, the empty conferences—and remembering the | 
events that are quiet, unnoticed, even mysterious, in the eyes of contemporaries. 


It is these latter, 


very often, which are found to be truly significant by the tests of time and of results. 


If you want to play the game of locating 
such unnoticed yet great events in our own pe- 
riod, you might bet on the invention of the non- 
precessable gyroscope. This little instrument has 
recently been perfected by Charles Stark Draper, 
Professor of Aeronautical Engineering at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 


In order to understand what the new gyro- 
scope is and means, one must begin with the 
problem of guided missiles. All military authori- 
ties agree that the primitive German missiles of 
the second world war—the V-1 and the V-2— 
were the precursors of a vast and vital military 
development. An immense slice of the total 
American appropriation for military research and 
development is going into work on guided 
missiles. 


But the first obstacle to building a good 
guided missile is the need to find a way of 
guiding these hideous creatures of man’s 
imagination with dependable accuracy. And 
the first problem that must be solved, before 
missiles can be accurately guided, is the prob- 
lem .of stability. 


There are all kinds of guidance systems. In 
theory, a rocket can even be built to navigate, by 
automatic computer, by the light of the stars. 
But all these guidance systems will be useless 
unless the missile itself has built-in stability. In 
other words, it must not deviate from its natural 
course except when its guidance system gives it 
the order. 

Stability is built into all missiles by gyro- 
scopes, which gauge any mistaken tendency to 
soar or slip or veer, and correct the missile’s 
error electronically. But gyroscopes themselves 
have always, hitherto, been subject to error. 
Friction in their bearings gradually alters their 
settings. Thus the very commands that these 
guardians give their missiles begin to be seriously 
incorrect. This phenomenon, of the gyroscopes 
getting out of whack, is known as gyroscopic pre- 
cession. 

Professor Draper’s new gyroscope is not ab- 
solutely free of precession. It is simply suffl- 
ciently accurate so that it may be depended upon 
for a considerable period by the lightehing-like 
standards of the guided missile experimenters. 
In short, it will keep a missile stable for the few 
minutes needed to complete an inter-continental 
trajectory, which is, after all, enough.

How this has been accomplished is not pre- 
cisely known. But it is thought probable that 
Draper has turned the trick by incredibly accu- 
rate machining. 

For friction cannot occur when the two sur- 
faces in contact are perfectly smooth. 


If the hard steel and agate of a bearing are | 


mathined and polished until no single molecule 
protrudes beyond its neighbors, then friction is 
eliminated for practical purposes. By this kind of 
polishing, which has been used on the lenses of 
the big California telescope, Draper could have 
made his almost frictionless bearing and his non- 
precessable gyroscope. 


The experts thought that this crucial de- 
velopment might be as much as 10 years 
away, even a year or so ago. Another, related 
event may also be recorded. The Navy’s sci- 
entific experimenters have successfully put 
into the air an 18-inch ram-jet. There is no 
space here to explain this strange contrap- 
tion, which is essentially a stovepipe with a 
fire inside it, rushing through the air at im- 
mense speed.*It is enough to say that the ram- 
jet is thought the most promising of the dif- 
ferent jet types for use as a guided missile, 
and that an 18-inch ram-jet is big enough to 
seek out and strike down the very largest 
attacking bomber. Again, the production of 
a ram-jet that would be effective as an inter- 
ception missile was expected to take several 
years. Instead, there has been another great, 
unforeseen jump forward. 


Both Professor Draper’s non-precessable gyro- 
scope and the Navy’s 18-inch ram-jet, are most 
emphatically in the early experimental stage as 
yet. In combination, however, they already hold 
out the possibility of another radical shift of 
advantage, from the attacker in the air to the 
defender in the air. And the Draper gyroscope 
alone holds out the further possibility of subse- 
quent reversal of this shift, from defender to 
attacker, when long-range guided missiles are 
finally perfected. 

There are years to wait, no doubt, but it is 
already clear that we must be prepared for this 
sort of development in the future. And it is also 


clear that we are not preparing ourselves very |

Sooner or later, in all of the discussions about 
books that go on day and, often enough, night 
as well, there will always be someone to declare, 
as one might declare a new-found truth, “It all 
depends on the book.” It does indeed. The novels 
of Miss Virginia Woolf lost money for every pub- 
lisher that touched them. And I heard during 
the conference of a series of little primers on 
spelling that have to date sold millions of copies 
and go on selling. 


I dare say that the sheer gamble of the 
business is one of its greatest charms. It is 
even worth being a loser for a while if in 
the end you can hit the jackpot. And indeed 
that is the current phrase for those who, 
each month, achieve selection in the big book 
clubs. Though I have often wondered whether 
it can be true that something like a million 
and a half Americans each month and every 
month want to confine their attention to twe 
books out of all those that are published. 


Remember the old phrase we used to have 
such fun with—‘Read any good books lately?” 
It seems to me that as the result of this Georgia 
Writers Conference and the others which are 
bound to follow, there are going to be some good 
books to read from Georgia authors. But not 
all of them are going to make that million dol- 
lars; some of them will eventually find their 
books in the three-for-a-dollar heap.

Coburg, Germany, a city situated on the ieft 
bank of the Itz, 106 miles east by north of Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main, Among the principal buildings 
is the Ehrenbarg Palace, one of the t...n resi- 
dences of the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 


HERE were three of them, an attracti\< 
= blond woman in her middle 30s, a tall 
girl with chestnut bangs low on her fore- 
head and a young man with hard eyes and 
gaunt cheeks. They picked their way through 
the scattered rubble and sat on a bench in the 
market square in the shade of a statue. 

“I wish,” Calma said, ‘‘that some of this 
mess could be cleared away. It makes walk- 
ing so difficult and I hate to think what it’s 
doing to my last pair of shoes.” 

Calma was the woman. Princess Calma, 
once, or even still, if such things mattered. 
She had creamy skin and Dresden blue eyes 
and the perpetual pucker of a smile hung at 
the ends of her red lips. 

The young man kicked at the bomb-strewn 
wreckage. “Give us time,” he said. ‘Coburg 
will be beautiful again.” 

‘‘Maybe that’s an idea, Calma,” the girl 
said. “Not only you but everybody needs 
shoes.” 

Calma looked puzzled. The girl went on: 
“I mean for us to make them. You design 
them and we'll help with the work. It’s better 
than. starving.”

including Albert’s, had allied it 
with half the reigning families 
of Europe. | 

Her grandfather, the Duke of Al- 
bany, was the fourth son of Albert 
and Victoria. Her father, Charles Ed- 
ward, succeeded to the title at his post- 
humous birth and became also the reign- 
ing Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha on the 
death of his uncle. 


On an eminence overhanging the town is the 
Feste Cuburg, a castle first mentioned in 1056 
and the residence of the dukes from 1353. 


Calma could remember her childhood in 
the musty castle. She was the younger 
daughter, christened Caroline Mathilde Ludad- 
wige Helena Augusta Beatrice, but she had 
always insisted on being called Calma even 
though it was the second name of her sister, 
Sibylle. 

As a little girl she had peered fearfully 
down from the turrets, watching the trees 
burgeon in the spring to hide the trim white- 
ness of the town, watching the burghers sun- 
ning themselves in the very square in which 
she was now sitting. 

When the time came for her to marry, the 
most promising suitor had seemed to be Count 
Friedrich Wolfgang zu Castell - Rudenhausen. 
There had been:a splendid wedding a few days 
before Christmas in 1931, with parties and 
balls and the traditional reception at which 
beer and sausages were served. 

Sparkling as they were, the festivities had 
been outshone the following year when Sibylle 
married Gustavus Adolphus, the Crown Prince 
of Sweden, Calma’s first son, Bertram, was 
an infant and she hated to leave him, but 
she couldn't miss that wedding that would 
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make her sister Swedens prospective queen. 
Another son. Konradin, was born in 1900 


and a daughter, Victoria, in 1935, but Calma’'s 


marriage was not happy. It was dissolved in 
1938, and a month Jater she married Capt. 
Max Schnirring, a dashing, devil-may-care 
fller in the German Air Force, and went to 
live in Berlin. 

The House of Coburg had frowned on that 
second marriage. Even Sibylle, to whom she 
had been so close, had snubbed her from 
then on. 

Calma remembered that she had felt hurt 
at first. but after the war began, life in Berlin 
had been so busy that she didn't have time to 
pine. She bore three more children, little

Calma, Dagma-Sibylle and Michael, before 
her Rusband died in his flaming plane in July, 
1944, 

Since then existence had been a series of 
calamities. Planes, bombs, havoc—-and then 
the Russians. Calma had loaded her children 
on the last train to the west. She arrived in 
Coburg, penniless, shortly after the Americans 
captured it. The struggle to feed her family 
had been strenuous, and now she was ripe for 
any suggestion. 


Coburg has manufactories of porcelain and cer- 
amic wares, carriages, furniture and basketware, 


Calma motioned to her companions. ‘‘Come 
on,” she said. “Let's find a place to work and 
see if we can locate anything to 
make shoes out of.” 

It was hard to get started, but a 
shoemaker she had Known as a gir] 
taught Calma his trade. Leather 
was extremely scarce, but she 
and her two associates learned 
how to make footwear out of fish- 
skin, goat-hide, rubber, wood and 
even cardboard. Half a dozen 
other friends joined the enterprise, 
which grew steadily. 


It also has malt works, breweries, 
linen and woolen mills, a machine 
works, ironworks and a lumber 
mill.

E WAS a young civilian employe at the 
American Embassy in Paris. 

She was a dowager social leader of the 
American colony; a stately old lady from Phila- 
delphia with money and charm, and a lineage 
that could be traced back to William. the 
Conqueror. 

Under the circumstances it wasn't surprising 
that Mrs. Mary C. Freeman, 71, and Thomas 
Russéll, 31, should meet at one of the seasons 
formal parties. 

The young man was flattered when the widow 
showed an interest in his She enijoved 
his humor. His courteous attention almost made 
her forget the age span of 40 years between 
them. 

When Thomas Russell asked Mrs. Freeman 
how she happened to be wearing the Croix de 
Guerre with a silver star her pride was justi- 
fiable That had been 
decorations given her by the 
ment for her aid to wounded 
wars. 

Outwardly Mary Freeman gave.no sign that 
She ever was lonely, but she was a childless 
woman and she had been a widow for 16 vears. 
Her generosity was well Known throughout 
Paris. 

In October, 1947, two months after her 
meeting with the voung man from the Embassy, 
she executed a will naming him the principal 
beneficiary.

The late Chase S. Osborn, former Governor 
of Michigan, was 71 years old in 1931, when he 
adopted Miss Stella Lee Brunt, 37, W ho had been 
his literary assistant for six years. She changed 
her name to Stellanova (New Star) Osborn. 

This veteran newspaperman, politician and 
geologist had two sons and two daughters of his 
own and was legally separated from his wife.

Te dire warning, written by William Con- 


greve in 1697, seemed to have no connection 

whatever with the crash of two cars John 
P. Corso heard outside his Swampscott, Mass., 
home one evening last January. 

In fact, Corso didn’t even bother to investi- 
gate until the first crash was followed by another 
and tiien another sound of rending metal. By 
the time he reached the street an automobile 
was disappearing into the darkness. 

He glanced at his own car parked by the 
curbing. His mouth fell open. Its fenders were 
crumpied, its doors bashed in, its former sleek 
contours were weirdly out of shape. 

That's when Corso might very well have 
recalled Congreve's time-proven admonition. . At 
any ra.e, he called the police. He told them of 
his suspicions. At the scene officers found bits 
of broken glass from the tail light of another car. 

They went to the home of Evelyn Panagakis, 
31, red-haired sweetheart of Corso, with whom 
he had broken off a romance. They fitted the 
bits of glass into the broken tail light of a car 
they found there. Then they questioned Evelyn. 

When she was haled into court beiore Judge 
Ralph W. Reeve, she was accused of: (1) ram- 
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ming her car into the front of Corso’s parked 
automobile; (2) backing away and smashing 
into the rear of it; and (3) backing away once 
more and smashing into its side. Evelyn denied 
the allegations, but was found guilty and fined a 
total of $225 on charges ranging from drunken 
driving to malicious injury to property. 

This incident served to emphasize again the 
accuracy of Congreve’s observation.

The sole liability was the loss of the arm and 
the hand that had made him an expert polo 
player, fisherman and hunter. 

* His assets included youth, good looks, his 
social position as the son of Mr. and Mrs. Ben- 
jamin Duke—and a large share in the millions 
of dollars tobacco had brought the family. He 
was grinning when he held his first hospital 
“reception.” : 

“I’m now a one-fisted fellow in a world of 
two-fisted men,” he said. “But I’m going to do 
everything a man with two hands can do; some 
things I'll do better. You’ll see. This’’-—indicat- 
ing what was left of his right arm-——‘“this won’t 
make any différence.”’

After He Lost an Arm in an Accident, 
a Daredevil Angier Duke Lost His Life 
eo Trying to Prove It Was No Handicap 


But it did make a difference, a tragic differ- 
ence, not only in the life of Angier Buchanan 
Duke but in the lives of others. 

Strangely enough, it fell to the lot of the 
handicapped youth to advance the Duke family 
in the world of society as recognized by New 
York and Newport and inscribe the Duke name 
on the pages of Social Registers in the North. 

His education had been completed a few 
months before the hunting accident with his 
graduation from Trinity, now Duke University. 

His sister, Mary, also destined to link the 
family with the 400, was graduated from the 
same school in 1907 and the Benjamin Dukes, 
father, mother and children, were free to 
divide their time between the old home in Dur- 
ham, N. C., and the drawing rooms of New York 
City, the capital of Society. 

In Thanksgiving week of 1914 came the 
second turning point in the hectic life of Angier 
Buchanan Duke, and in this connection it should 
be pointed out that holidays and climaxes went 
together in his career. The hunting accident was 
in Christmas week, he fell in love in the Thanks- 
giving season and he died on Labor Day. 

This late November of 1914, he and Mary

This time the gossip was correct; they sepa- 
rated. Members of the two families and intimate 
friends made repeated attempts to reconcile the 
dashing couple, but even while the final effort 
was being made in 1921, Mrs. Cordelia Biddle 
Duke won a quiet divorce in Philadelphia. 

Angier Duke, busy trying out his latest rac- 
ing car, did not contest the action. 

He made arrangements that she was to 
receive $10,000 a year from his estate; not much 
of a settlement when it is considered he left a 
fortune of $11,000,000 on his death. 

Cordelia found happiness in her second 
marriage, to Thomas Markoe Robertson. The 
two Duke children were to share in a $4,000,000 
trust fund established by their father, Angier. 

If Angier Buchanan Duke had been reckless 
before, the divorce spurred him on to terrifying 
extents to prove that he belonged in a world of 
two-fisted men. He went swimming in waters 
that others shunned. He developed amazing 
strength in his remaining arm, learned to box 
and wrestle. 

But always, 
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when he wanted thrills and 


action, he turned to his automobiles. When he 
drove too fast, his friends would say: 

“Sure, youre.a good driver, Angy. You’re 
better than we are at the wheel. But there comes 
a time, a split second when two hands are 
needed—”’ 

That would end the discussion and Duke 
would keep on driving at break-neck speed. 

Once, in New York City, his imported car 
crashed into another automobile on Bronx Park- 
way, hurtling it against a man who was stand- 
ing at tne roadside. The innocent bystander was 
flung against a stone wall and killed. 

After being treated for his own injuries, 
Angier was arrested but was not prosecuted. 

A year later, in 1922, another Duke car 
skidded on a wet road in Long Island. He fought 
desperately to keep the vehicle straight, but it 
crashed into an electric light pole and Angier 
Duke went to tne hospital again. He glared at 
those who suggesied he couldn’t handle power- 
ful automobiles with one hand. 


HE same year he made the trip to Louisville 

for the Kentucky Derby, one of a party ona 
special train. 
~ Near Cincinnati, he moved from one private 
car to another, across the open platform, walk- 
ing, as usual, somewhat off baiance. The train 
lurched and Duke, swinging around in search 
of something to support him, was thrown 
against the vestibule door. 

His most serious injury on that occasion was 
a broken shoulder, and in the hospital again he 
turned his back on friends who pleaded with 
him to ‘“‘take it easy.” 

He did make one concession. Some of the 
Duke fortune went for the purchase and fur- 
nishing of a yacht, the Athalia, which was built 
for luxury and comfort rather than speed. 

Angier Duke spent much of the summer of 
1923 aboard the yacht as host at frequent

Sometime after midnight the party left the 
dance ‘and Duke, who had yielded to pleas to 
drive carefully on the way down to Manursing, 
kept a heavy foot on the accelerator on- tne 
return trip to Greenwich. 

“We must have broken every speed record!” 
one passenger exclaimed as the car halted at the 
yacit club. “Angy sure was going places.’ 

Duke and his friends made their way down 
to the yacht club float where they found, await- 
ing them, a sailor from the Athalia, ready to row 
them out to the yaeht. Duke was the last to 
Step into the small boat. 


EK STEPPED off the float confidently, but his 

lack of balance was his undoing again. He 
lurched as his foot touched the boat’s gunwale 
—and the frail craft capsized. 

Yacht club attendants managed to pull the 
Six guests out of the water before any apprecia- 
ble harm was done, but a. fitful current had car- 
ried Duke under the floating dock. 

“He'll show up on the other side,” some- 
body called out in the moonless night. “Angy’s 
a powerful swimmer.” 

But Angier Buchanan Duke never showed 
up again—alive. Possibly, he had struck his head 
against the boat or float and had lost conscious- 
ness; or, with his powerful left arm plowing 
through the water, he may have lost a sense of 
direction and trapped himself under the float 
where it sank deeply into the water. There was 
no outcry to guide the would-be rescuers. 

When grapplers recovered the body, they said 
the lips were firmly set and the one good hand, 
the left one, was clenched into a fist; a farewell 
challenge to the world of two-fisted men.

A team of physicians, consisting of Dr. | 
Herman N. Bundesen and his colleagues of the 
Chicago Health Department, Drs. Albert E. 
Casey, William I. Fishbein and others, main- 
tained daily vigilance. Not only were the 
temperature and other bodily conditions of 
each child observed every day, but also several 
times tests for polio were made from throat aa 
swabbings and waste matter. ey 
The laboratory tests revealed the presence 
of polio virus in 16 of the children. Later, these 
children developed polio symptoms, but without 
paralysis. The Symptoms were fever, head- 
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ache, drowsiness, vomit- 
ing or constipation and 
‘other complaints. Par- 
ticularly significant was 
the fact that in one 
child, for example, polio 
virus was detected first 
19 days and later seven 
days before the appear- 
ance of any illness. In 
several other patients, 
too, virus had _ been 
found before any symp- 
toms of ailment. 

The observations of 
the Chicago doctors, also 
of other investigators, 
have shown that polio 
virus may be present in, 
and could be isolated from, the excretal material 
of man for a considerable period of time before 
the onset of-symptoms of the disease. Generally 
speaking, the incubation period of the polio virus 
is regarded as about two to three weeks, but in 
some cases it Has been found to be as short as 
five days and in others as long as 35 days. 

Thus after suspicion of exposure to polio the 
watch for the earliest symptoms must be main- 
tained for days and even weeks. 

In Texas and Southern California polio has 
been found throughout the year, with greater 
intensity in summer. But in most parts of this 
country, especially the northern sections, the 
outbreaks of the disease occur markedly in July, 
August and September. From June to October 
is the time of special polio attacks. 

During the polio periods of the year the 
need of vigilance is obviously great. Most of 
the polio victims are two to five years old. If 
polio has occurred in a family, other members, 
particularly the close relatives of the victim, 
have a special reason to be on guard. 

But everybody should be familiar with the 
symptoms of polio’s approach. In the large 
majority of cases hitherto healthy children 
become. suddenly ill. There may be fever, even 
though slight, and rapid pulse. 

Among the onset symptoms are headache, 
pain in the back and limbs, drowsiness, irrita- 
bility and _ restlessness, twitching, repeated 
vomiting, diarrhea and, later, constipation, and 
nose and throat inflammation—easily mistaken 
for common cold, catarrh and sore throat. 

In an “abortive” attack the patient may 
recover without paralysis or damage to the 
central nervous system. But if paralysis occurs 
the patient is in danger of being crippled. 

The site and extent of damage in the nerve 
tissues of spine and brain determine whether 
paralysis will set in. Susceptibility to polio 
infection and especially to the patterns of 
paralysis is influenced by the patient’s heredi- 
tary constitution and by the strain of the polio 
virus.

Children should be keptsaway from unneces- 
sary contacts, in crowds or gatherings, during 
a known or even suspected polio oytbreak. They 
should be told not to tire themsélves by over 
exertion and to be careful about food and drink. 
Their milk should be boiled or pasteurized. 
The fresh fruits, vegetables and other foodstuffs 
they eat should be handled with thorough clean- 
liness, and particularly guarded against flies and 
other contaminating insects. 

The polio virus can enter the body by way 
of the mouth, nose and injured skin. How it 
travels inside the body from the stomach and 
intestinal tract to the nervous system is only 
partly understood. :

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No drug is known for curing polio, 
but scientists are busy trying to find 
a specific remedy. Vaccination against 
the disease has not yet been developed 
for man. But a very important advance 
towards successful vaccination and, 
perhaps, treatment has been made. 

Dr. Eugene C. Roberts, of the Uni- 
versity of California, has developed a 
test for the identification of the polio 
virus type. To the blood serum of the patient 
(man or monkey) a preparation is added. The 
preparation is a particular type virus, adhering 
to particles of protamine (a kind of protein). 

If the blood contains antibodies (chemicals 
the body makes) corresponding to the virus type 
then flakes are formed. The flaking (flocculation) 
test might aid in diagnosing polio infection before 
any symptoms appear. It may lead, researchers 
hope, to specific vaccination and remedies. 

A deadly virus might be changed into a 
harmless type, that could be employed to prevent 
and even cure polio, by methods now being in- 
vestigated by Prof. Wendell M. Stanley, Uni- 
versity of California’s Nobel Laureate leader in 
virus research, The change implies alteration in 
the amino acids of the virus body.

There 
was one difficulty, however, and that was 
the lack of money. 

Her father, a dye factory worker, 
could not afford the. expense of new 
clothes and railroad fare for her. Herty 
and another Passaic newspaperman, Kd- 
ward Reardon, worked out a plan for 
Staging an outdoor musical concert in 
the Passaic School Stadium. The money 
taken in from admissions would be used 
to send Leni to Hollywood. 

With the cooperation of* local musi- 
cians and choral groups, they prepared 
an elaborate program, with Leni as the 
star. On the night of Aug. 18, the event 
was put on before a large audience of 
school children and interested adults. 
When Herty and Reardon added up the 
gate receipts, however, they found they 
still didn’t have enough money. A local 
businessman, Col. Charles F. H. Johnson, 
came to their rescue with a $200 dona- 
tion. A few days later Leni and Herty 
were off to the city of the stars. 

Leni’s reception at the Trocadero, 
where she appeared on the same pro- 
gram with Harry Richman, Milton Berle, 
Maxine Sullivan and other outstanding 
celebrities, Was an even greater triumph 
than her appearance at the Casa Manana. 
Various movie executives offered her 
film contracts. Shortly afterward, she 
signed with Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer—even 
without the usual pre-requisite screen 
test. 

While with M-G-M and later with 
Republic Studios, Passaic’s Cinderella 
Girl appeared in a number of films; 
among them, “The Women,” “Huck 
Finn,” “Hullabaloo” and “Angels With 
Broken Wings.” But Hollywood, the 
modern Garden of Eden to many a 
stage-struck youngster, was not to 
Leni’s liking. 

“TI didn’t want fame or money,” she 
recently told The American Weekly. “T 
sang because I liked it, and I couldn't 
understand all the fuss that was being 
made over me. I was surrounded by 
maids, nurses and tutors. I didn’t have 
any freedom. It just didn’t seem like a 
normal life.’’ 

In the summer of 1941, Leni left the 
film capital and went to Rio de Janeiro 
for a nightclub engagement. There she 
met Edward Hopkin, a handsome, six- 
foot British insurance official. They 
were married in April, 1942. When 
Hopkin returned to England to join the 
RAF, Leni went with him. 

During the war years, she appeared 
in England on the stage and in the 
movies. But bad diet and overwork com- 
bined to break her health. After peace 
arrived, however, she recovered suf- 
ficiently to appear in her first operatic role In 
Richard Strauss’ “Der Rosenkavalier” at the 
Royal Opera House in London. 

That triumph, unhappily, was alloyed with a 
bitter heartbreak. Her husband sued for divorce, 
naming her British manager, Jack Cooper, as 
corespondent. 

Leni did not contest the suit and this past 
spring the decree was finally granted. 

Meanwhile she had returned to the United 
States where, with her health restored, she ap- 
peared for several months in the Broadway 
musical, “‘All for Love.” 

In terms of mileage, the Cinderella Girl 
from Passaic was but a few minutes traveling 
time from the New Jersey town where she got 
her start, but in other respects — artistic and 
emotional —-the distance was great.

HERE was a field of 13 in the 1947 Kentucky 
Derby and California’s dreams and dollars 
were riding with the home-bred On Trust. 

The feeling was the same all up and down the 

golden slope. This was the year. Earl O. Stice’s 
swift chestnut had already won the $100,000 


Santa Anita Derby and the $50,000 Santa Maria 


Stakes and had run a close second in two other 
$50,000 races. 

At Churchill Downs, the three-year-old cham- 
pion from beyond the Rockies also had his sup- 
porters. Many gave him a good chance to 
duplicate the feat of Morvich, 1922 Derby winner 
and-thus far the only California-bred horse to 
run off with the roses. 

Others disagreed. In the first place, West 
Coast horses had always fared poorly in the 
Derby. Then the track had been slowed by week- 
day rains and On Trust was said to dislike the 
soft going. 

But he was backed generously at the mutuels. 
At post time, Phalanx was the favorite. On 
Trust was 6.70 to 1. 

The skies were gray and a feeling of rain was 
still in the air when the band played “My Old 
Kentucky Home.” Then they were off. 

On Trust broke fifth, then moved into second 
behind Jet Pilot, Maine Chance Farm’s flying 
mud-runner. On Trust was third a while and 
second again at the top of the stretch. 

Jockey Johnny Longden, his regular rider, 
drove him at the leader. For a moment it 
seemed On Trust might make it. But the race 
was Jet Pilot’s all the way. The rally failed and

On Trust, fourth, was less than a length and 


a half in back of the winner. 

The loss of the $100,000 classic was a bitter 
swallow for Stice, his young daughter and 
Trainer Willie Molter. It was also the beginning 
of a long run of misfortune for their courageous 
colt. 

Afterwards, On Trust was to lose a series of 
$100,000 and $50,000 stakes by margins of a 
nose to little over a length. 

When this was written, the son of Alibhai 
and Torch Rose had won $454,970 and stood 
sixth on the list of all-time purse winners. With 
a little racing luck, the figure would have been 
more than $800,000. 

Whether it was the high weights he carried, 
heavy racing strips, unsound riding strategy or 
whether he was raced too much—there is little 
~doubt On Trust, despite his heavy winnings, was 
the unluckiest race horse of recent years. 

After the Derby, Stice and Molter agreed he 
had made a creditable showing, considering track 
conditions. Stice, a Los Angeles plumbing con- 
tractor, decided on a try at the Preakness, sec- 
ond jewel in racing’s mythical Triple Crown. 

But the second place jinx was already at 
work. On Trust beat Jet Pilot and Phalanx in 
the $100,000 Pimlico stake, but couldn’t match 
the late surge of Calumet Farm’s Faultless. 

Then the Stices went home. But the change 
of scenery brought little change in luck. 

On Trust won seven races and $208,575 in 
1947, but the big ones got away. Besides his 
near-wins in the Derby and Preakness, he was 
twice a close second to Yankee Valor—in the 
$50,000 Hollywood Derby, where he spotted the 
winner eight pounds, and the Cinema Handicap, 
where he carried 129 to Yankee Valor’s 115. 

In 1948, the Stice star was fourth or better in 
17 out of 18 starts, but won only five races and 
ran second in two $100,000 stakes. 

The South American Talon beat him by a 
nose in the $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap, com- 
ing up from 14th in a phenomenal run through 
the stretch. 

The $100,000 Hollywood Gold Cup showed the 
futility of trying to pick a winner on form and 
workouts. On Trust, a non-mudder, had run 
away from Shannon II in the deep mud only a 
week earlier. But Shannon II won the cup race 
over the fastest track of the season, with On 
Trust second as usual. 

Later, On Trust, at 126, gave Drumbeat a 
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26-pound advantage and pushed him to a near 
world’s record in the $50,000 Sunset Handicap. 

Early this year, he was second in two more 
$50,000 handicaps—the Santa Catalina and San 
Pasqual. Winners by. inches were Stepfather and 
Shim Malone respectively. 

Then came a second crack at the Santa Anita 
Handicap and a report Longden wasn’t going to 
ride. It was said the jockey, thrice national 
riding champion and winner of more than 3,000 
races, felt he had jinxed the horse. 

Racing circles buzzed with speculation. Who 
would the new jockey. be? “How would he do? 

Some experts argued that Longden’s practice 
of staying off the pace was wrong for On Trust. 
They said he’should hold him far back. 

But Longden rode after all. The track was 
muddy and On Trust, topweighted at 126. ran 
ninth. 

__ Afterwards, the jockey said criticism of his 
riding had come from the grandstand, not Stice. 
He said he had offered to withdraw, but Stice

N PORTUGAL there lives a woman who, in the 
belief of millions, Knows some of the secrets 
of Heaven because she has seen and talked 

with the Blessed Virgin, 

She was a shepherd girl of ten at the time of 
this great happening. She was unable to read 
or write. 

She was christened Lucia dos Santos and as 
a child ran barefoot with the flock, on the hill- 
side of Cova da Iria, a half mile south of the 
village of Fatima. Her family nickname was 
Abobora (pumpkin) because they came from 
the region of pumpkin-growers. This fact and 
her ample mien caused Lucia to be known as 
Lucy Pumpkin,

came from the heavens eastward, stood on the 
same small bush and regularly disappeared to- 
wards the east. She was lovely beyond all com- 
parison. 

This first great happening on the 13th of May 
was too much for little Jacinta to lock up with 
the secret of the angel. She told her mother. 
Her mother chided her. Lucia’s mother struck 
her. Aljustrel snickered. 


On June 13, however, when a second visit : 


had been promised; a handful of peasants from 
the surrounding region went with the children to 
the hillside but saw nothing except the children 
themselves, in apparent ecstasy, kneeling before 
the bush, and heard nothing except Lucia’s 
mumbled words. 


Each monthly visit produced a larger group, | 


until in September there were 30,000. In October, 
several months after the children reported the 
Blessed Virgin had promised a miracle at a cer- 
tain hour, there were 70,000. 

It is impossible for anyone today to realize 
fully. the trials of the three children during this 
six-month period. I have talked in the Serra da 
Aire with many who Knew all three and in their 
separate stories there was no marked conflict 
and each obviously became imbued with a spirit 
of sanctity and of sacrifice. 

The stories of the children may be condensed 
as follows: 

They were instructed as to religious behests 
for Catholics—Communions of Reparation on

had promised such a miracle at noon of Oct. 
13th when She would appear before them a final 
time. 

This story of the promised miracle at a cer- 
tain hour swept over a large section of Portugal 
and on the promised day 70,000 persons opened 
a path for the children to the little bush where 
they met the “Lovely Lady.” 


A®> THE attitude and words of the kneelinz 

children announced the approach of the 
Blessed Virgin and Lucia commanded those neal 
her to look at the sun, the sky which had been 
overcast and shedding heavy rain opened at the 
zenith and the sun appeared as a pale disc at 
which all could gaze without discomfort. Then, 
according to spectators who were there, the huge 
ball began what has been described as a dance, 
in which it whirled like a pin-wheel, zig-zagged 
and dived towards the earth. 

Observers reported that from the sun came 
streamers of flame assuming various colors of 
the spectrum and that it. appeared to approach 
the earth and hang suspended, wheeljng, above 
the heads of the throng. The thousands fell 
upon their knees uttering cries of terror or sup- 
plication, begging forgiveness. 

This spectacle, seen differently through dif- 
erent eyes but observed by nearly all (oddly 
enough, even by bystanders within a 50-mile 
radius) lasted many minutes. Then, it was re- 
porved, the sun withdrew to its normal place in

Now, as Sister Mary of the Immaculate Heart, 
She lives at the age of 42 in the complete 
seclusion of the Carmelite Order in Coimbra, 
Portugal. 

Across this world her story lives and spreads. 
It is the story of Our Lady of Fatima. 

In the beginning hardly anyone believed it. 
But gradually it has come to be accepted as 
authentic. ) 

It has been told in 11 languages in 100 differ- 
ent volumes. It has caused a spiritual reawak- 
ening that spread from Portugal through many 
other countries, summoning millions to special 
devotions and prayer. 

It has built two of Portugal’s most beautiful 
and newest churches, founded its largest news- 
paper. 

On one day in 1946, more than 800,000 per- 
sons led by-a Cardinal delegate of the Vatican 
gathered on the hillside where in the year 1917, 
Lucia Pumpkin and her younger cousins, a boy 
and a girl, first beheld “a Lovely Lady clothed 
in light.” : 

Fatima is an ancient and enduring strong- 


hold of the Catholic faith in the rocky, hilly © 


region known as the Serra da Afre. (Fatima is 
pronounced with the accent on the first syllable. ) 
Fatima derives its name from a romantic Por- 
tuguese legend. 

In the 12th century there lived a Moslem 
maiden so beautiful that a tewn was named after 
her. Captured by Don Henrique, King of Por- 
tugal, she was retaken by the forces of her 
father, an Arab chieftain. Recaptured and con- 
verted to Christianity, she became the wife of 
Don Henrique. 


CLOSE by Fatima lies the little village of Aljus- 
trel and in Aljustrel, Lucia Abobora and 
her cousins, Francisco and Jacinta! Marto, were 
born, the children of unschooled feasants. 

In 1916 Lucia was nine, Francisco eight and 
Jacinta six. Daily they accompanied the sheep 
to the Cova da Iria hillside. Three times that 
year (though this was not told. until later), the 
three believed they were visited by an angel, 
who identified himself as the Angel of Peace, 
and prepared them for the visit of the Blessed 
Virgin. They were spellbound. They said noth- 


ing at the time, except to discuss the occurrences . 


among themselves. : 
Six times during 1917, the children told of 
seeing and talking with the Blessed Virgin who 
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Already Come to Pass 


successive first Saturdays of the month, Con- 
fession, the Five Decade Rosary and special 
prayers, all of which have become -parts of 
Fatima devotion. They were given a terrifying 
vision of hell, told of the wide displeasure of God 
with those whom He created in His own image, 
told that the world must mend its ways by a 
return to spiritual guidance. 

Francisco and his sister were told they would 
soon be taken by God and Lucia that she would 
live to continue as God’s instrument. 

They were told World War I soon would end. 
They were told World War II would begin in the 
Pontificate of Pius XI, heralded by a great light’ 
in the night sky. They were told that if the 
Pope consecrated Russia to the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary, Russia would be converted and 
there would be a period of peace. 


§ OME of these things were portions of a great 


“secret, the main part of which they were in- 
structed not to reveal. Some were of immediate 
public record: The early death of two of the chil- 
dren and their intense s#uffering through the 


“general disbelief of the populace. 


One event stemmed the vast tide of disbelief. 
Another turned the tide. 
That which stemmed-«he tide came in August 


1917, at the:time of the promised fourth visit of - 


the Blessed Virgin. The children were kid- 
naped by the County Magistrate who had deter- 
mined to wrest from them the secret of which 
they spoke and to put an end to the whole 
matter. Confronting each separately he de- 
manded the secret, the penalty for refusal being 
death in burning .oil. One by one they refused, 
and were carried away from his presence, by 
guards. When Lucia, the last, voiced her refusal 
she believed Francisco and Jacinta already had 
been slain. 

But the magistrate did not dare murder 
them. Instead he placed them in jail while a 
vast throng gathered on the Cova hillside await- 
ing the Blessed Virgin. 7 

People became outraged that children should 
be so treated. The jail in which they were con- 
fined and the home of the magistrate were 
stoned. A few days later the children reported 
the fourth apparition, a private visit of the 
Blessed Virgin, August 19. 

That which turned the tide occurred on Oct. 
13, 1917, and has come to be known as the 
‘‘miracle of the sun.’’ Several months earlier the 
children, grieved and hurt by scorn and disbelief, 
reported that they had asked the Blessed Virgin 
for a miracle to convince all people and that She 


the heavens, as the children announced with- 
drawal of the Blessed Virgin, with Whom they 
had again held converse. 

Now to the sequence of prophecies! World 
War I ended the next year. Within two years 
Francisco and Jacinta were dead, the latter after 
great suffering which she foretold and embraced 
and after treatment in two hospitals, which she 
also predicted. Both clearly wanted to die. 

The. coming of World War II was predicted 
“in the Pontificate of Pius XI” and while Hitler 
did not invade Poland until 1939, early in the 
reign of Pius XII, it might be said that the 
actual beginning of the war was Germany’s an- 
nexation of Austria, March 12, 1938, which 
occurred during the reign of Pius XI. This was 
preceded, on Jan. 25, 1938, by a display of fire 
in the night skies, witnessed across Europe from 
the North Sea to the Adriatic. 

This light, described in press reports as an 
unprecedented showing of the Aurora Borealis, 
lasting five hours and awesome in brilliance, was 
immediately interpreted by then Sister Sorrow 
as being the sign which she had been told by the 
Blessed Virgin would herald another war. She 
so wrote the Bishop of Leiria. 

She again asked the consecration of Russia 
to the Immaculate Heart. 


OT Russia alone but the entire world was con- 
secrated to the Immaculate Heart on Oct. 31, 
1942, by Pope XII. There has been some conflict 
of opinion whether this all-embracing consecra- 
tion completely fulfilled the request relayed by 
the one-time shepherdess. 

There remains the final prophecy known to 
but one woman on earth. She has written it and 
sealed it, and committed it into the custody of 
her spiritual guardian, the Bishop of Leiria, with 
instructions that it not be opened before 1960 in 
accordance with her own understanding of the 
Blessed Virgin’s wishes. 

Such is the story of Our Lady of Fatima. 

What of the final secret—the sealed prophecy 
now in custody of the Catholic Church? Lay- 
men’s guesses have ranged all the way between 
prediction of World War III and the destruction 
of man through his own grievous sin to capture 
of the Pope by the Communists, or the establish- 
ment of an anti-Pope by Soviet Russia. 

Although I think I have already sensed and 
witnessed the approval of the world to Fatima 
in the testimony of the witnesses I have inter- 
viewed, nevertheless, perhaps upon this sealed 
secret will have to depend the world’s final judg- 
ment of the story of Our Lady of Fatima.

Bachelor Joe's Idea of Fun Was to 
Save Money for His Old Age —

OSEPH BOWLING might smile, today, if he 
J could, at the final irony of his life. 

For more than 40 years he had forsaken 
the things other men treasure—-a home, family 
and comfort. His only passion was the saving 
of money; his lifelong goal, the security in his 
old age that savings could bring. 

One man, and one man alone, could defeat 
him. That man was Joseph Bowling. 
*~ * * 


Joe Bowling was a dashing young man when 
he went to Tulane University in New Orleans, 
more than 50 years ago. His brother, Daniel, 
of Aurora, IIl., recalled: 

“Joe often went to parties, but he never 
seemed to become interested in any one girl. 
Too bad he didn’t marry some nice girl, and 
settle down. 

“His whole life might have been different.” 

But Joe shook his head when his brothers— 
there were four of them—chided him for his 
continuing bachelorhood. 

“It’s safer this way,” he said. 

Safer? Yes —for the thing Joe Bowling 
wanted. A married man, with a family, could 
not save much money, particularly on a small 
salary. And Joe Bowling was never to earn 
“big’’ money. 

He taught at Tulane for a year after his 
graduation as an engineer. Then he got a job 
with the Ingoldsby Car Co, in St. Louis—and 
later, for-a time, operated a small foundry in 
Arkansas. 

He sold his foundry at the outbreak of World 
War I and enlisted in the army. At the end of 
the war he was a captain of engineers. When 


‘he was discharged, he went to work with the 


Internal Revenue Bureau as an agent evaluating 
the depreciation of industrial plants and equip- 
ment. His salary was never large—never much 
more than $5,000 a year. But Joe knew how 
to save. | 

“He never spent a nickel he didn’t have to,” 
his brother, Jerome, of New Orleans, said. “He 
started early to save his money, and he kept it 
up all his life. He pinched every penny. If he 
thought the price of food was too high, he’d do 
without it.” 3 : 

He was accumulating a little money in the 
early ’20s. He still had the small profit on the 
sale of his foundry—-and he began to study the 
stock market. Joe wasn’t a gambler—he never 
played the horses—and he didn’t gamble on 
the market. 

He played it as safe as he could. He dealt in 
nothing but “blue chip” stocks—and he didn’t 
buy on margin. He bought his stocks outright, 
after careful study, and held them for a profit. 

The stock market became Joe’s only form of 
recreation. Said his brother Daniel: 

“TI recall one time when he visited us in our 
summer home near McHenry, Ill. We had:some 
friends in to play bridge-—but Joe wouldn't play. 
He stayed in his bedroom, poring over stock 
brochures, figuring out values, past perform- 
ances, and future prospects. 

“At two o’clock in the morning, after our 
friends had left, and’ we were just going to bed, 
Joe came downstairs. 

‘**Dan,’ he said, ‘I've got to send a telegram 
to my broker. I want to tell him to buy some 
stocks when the market opens.’ 

***At two o'clock, Joe?’ I protested. ‘Our 
telegraph office isn’t open. Can't it wait until 
tomorrow ?’ 

‘““*No.’ said Joe. ‘It’s got to be at my broker's

office first thing in the morning.’ 

“I had to get out the car, and drive him to 
the nearest town where there was an all-night 
telegraph office.” 

Nothing could stop Joe’s stock market study 
and activities. Daniel recalled a time, about 
three years ago, when Joe became sick, and went 
to a New York hospital. 

“T rushed east to be with him,” Daniel said. 
“His hospital room was piled with market in- 
formation—and from time to time he'd jot down 
notes which I had to take to his broker.”’ 

Joseph apparently had a genius for the 
market. He foresaw the crash of 1929——and 
when it came, he was on ti.c right side of the 
market, emerging with a profit. His market 
operations were never big—-but they were sound. 

Three years ago, at the age of 70, Joe retired 
from the Department of Internal Revenue. The 


‘security that he had fought for all his life was 


in his grasp. He had accumulated a fortune— 
it was to be estimated later—of between $400.- 
000 and $500,000. 

But the habits of a lifetime couldn't be

shrugged off. He continued to live in a $1.50-a- 
day hotel room in Union City, N. J. 

In addition to his wealth, he had_an annual 
pension of $2,500—but he continued to live 
and act like a poor man. 

He wore the same shabby, checkered coat and 
battered felt hat. He never tipped at the hotel. 
He complained to the owner of his poverty. 

‘Prices are so high that I haven’t got enough 
money to buy food and pay my rent, too,” he’d 
Say. 
On March 12, he became ill, and was taken 
to a hospital in Weehawken, N. J. He died that 
night—-and doctors diagnosed the cause of death 
as malnutrition. 

“There is no doubt he starved himself to 
death,’ his brother Jerome said. 

His fortune, which four brothers and a sister 
were expected to share, was found in a New York 
safe deposit box. 

It consisted of cash and blue ribbon stock. 

Joseph Bowling had, indeed, defeated himself 
—had cheated himself of the security for which 
he had fought.

ESSE JAMES. What an astonishing 
J love story he had! It has never be- 

fore been told. It has been nibbled 
at, but not set down as one flowing nar- 
rative as I have tried to do in my new 
book, “Jesse James Was My Neighbor.”’ 

That book, incidentally, is the out- 
growth of a story I wrote for The Ameri- 
can Weekly just about a year ago. 

Soon after that story appeared—it 
was about the man who killed Jesse—l 
got a phone call from George A. Hirli- 
man, a movie producer, in New York. 

“I want to make a picture based on 
that story I read in The American 
Weekly,” he said. The upshot of the call 
was the making of “I Shot Jesse James.” 

Then, about two weeks after the 
story was printed, Charles A. (Cap) 
Pearce, editorial head of Duell, Sloan 
and Pearce, called up. He, too, had read 
my story in The American Weekly. He 
asked me to do a book on Jesse’s life. 

It was while I was getting up mate- 
rial for the book this last year that I 
came across the details of Jesse’s ro- 
mance. Here it is, a tender and tragic 
drama. 

What does it mean to be the wife of 
the most famous outlaw America has 
ever known? Well, here’s what'it meant 
to Zee Mimms, the only woman Jesse 
James ever loved. 

The first time she saw him he was 
being carried off a Missouri River steam- 
boat on a stretcher. This was in what 
is now North Kansas City, Mo., in 1865. 

Jesse went through two years of the 
Civil War with never a scratch. Then 
the war was over and the Confederate 
troops were coming in to surrender. 
Some Union men saw him and—still bit- 
ter about the war—whanged away at 
him for pure meanness and shot him 
almost to death: Two bullets through 
his right lung and one in his leg. What 
irony this was! On the day he was to 
surrender. 

His mother tooK him to Rulo, Neb., 
to get him out of the bitterness of the 
war scenes in Missouri where Jesse lived 
and to let him recover from the wounds. 
It is said that the wounds were so seri- 
ous and surgery so primitive that this 
method was used to cleanse the wounds: 
A silk handkerchief was soaked in kero- 
sene and drawn through the wounds and 
completely through his body. 

He did not get better. ‘Mother,’ he 
said, ‘I don’t want to die up here among 
these Northerners. Take me back to our 
old home.” 

Jesse was too weak to make the com- 
plete journey, so they stopped at the 
house of a relative. And there, as he 
was carried off the steamboat, Zee saw 
him; a pale, wan, dying young man of 18. 

She became his nurse. 


HE was his cousin. She had been 

named for his mother—Zerena. But 
Jesse always called her Zee (except when 
the detectives — hot on their trail). 
Jesse’s mother, by all the kinfolks, was 
called ‘‘Aunt Zeret.’ 

When Jesse came out from under 
Zee’s nursing, he could walk. It would 
seem fair to say that she saved his life; 
at least’ he always credited her with 
Saving it. 

He went back to the house in Clay 
County, Mo., where he was born. He 
loved the soil and, all his life, wanted to settiec 
down with a farm of his own. 

But mighty forces were at work after the 
Civil War. One hundred and twelve skirmishes 
and battles had been fought in Missouri and the 
conditions were truly dreadful. It is too long to 
go into now, but chiefly through the forces of 
“Reconstruction” Jesse became an outlaw. 

Jesse was religious; he often carried a Bible 
when he robbed a bank or a train. Once he 
stood up in church and prayed for his brother, 
Frank. Jesse also loved to sing in the choir. 

Once Zee came to the old farm near Kearney, 
Mo., to visit Aunt Zerel. It was Jesse’s oppor- 
tunity to court Zee; they spent happy hours 
wandering about the old farm where Jesse had 
been born. One night Jesse heard suspicious 
sounds. He crept out into the yard. ..detectives 
were approaching, for there was $10,000 on 
Jesse’s head, dead or alive. Coming back, Jesse 
led her into the night and told her to hide in a 
corner of the yard. He himself lay down under 
some flower bushes directly beneath the south 
window. The detectives threw open the door 
and rushed in with their pistols at ready. 

“Where's Jesse?’”’ they demanded. 

“I don’t Know,” Jesse’s mpther answered

Jesse silently watched them search the house. 
It was his chance to dispose of them, but he was 
afraid that if the detectives fired, Zee might be 
hurt; so he let them live. 

What a courtship that was! Always with 
the detectives after them. night and day. 

One thing that worked in Jesse’s favor was 
that the detectives did not have a picture of him, 
so did not know what he looked like. But he 
Knew them by sight. Once at the railroad Sta- 
tion in Louisville. Ky., he bought a drink for 
one of the detectives. During the conversation, 


the detective looked at his genial host and asked 
him what kind of business he was in. 

Jesse always had a sense of humor. “Im 
agent for a tombstone company, ’’ answered Jesse 
solemnly, .

Time came for Jesse’s train to leave; the 
two shook hands and Jesse departed. 

A few days later the detective (George 
Hunter ) got a letter, mailed in Baltimore, which 
Said: “You saw Jesse James in the depot in 
Louisville. Now you can go ahead and die.” He 
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Signed it, ‘‘Your friend, Jesse James.” 

Between robberies, Jesse would come to see 
Zee. But he never talked about raids. He was 
handsome, he was well dressed and he had plenty 
of money. On top of this he loved her devotedly. 

He courted her nine years. 

During this time he had interest in no other 
woman. Other members of his gang would go 
out and have a fling, but never Jesse. He sent 
her fine jewelry which had been put into a grain 
Sack by passengers in railroad trains.

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Everybody opposed the marriage Jesse's 
mother and Zee’s mother. They said it was fool- 
ish for her to marry a man on whose head was 
a huge reward. She said that she loved him and 
that was all that mattered. 

By this time he was the most famous bandit 
in America. Night and day, detectives and a 
thousand sheriffs were after him. All they had 
to do to get their hands on $10,000 was to shoot 
him down. But there was a catch to this easy 
money. Jesse was the quickest man in America 
on the draw, and the most deadly. Better think 
twice. 


In spite of family opposition, they 
decided to get married. Jesse’s mother 
who loved him devotedly —- wept. 

Only one of Zee’s relatives was in 
favor. She said, “If they love each other, 
no hazard is too great.’ 

Jesse had been a member of a church 
in Kearney, and wanted to be married 1n 
it, but the church had ‘‘read him out” 
and said that under no circumstances 
could he be married in it. 

Zee went to her sister-in-law, Mrs. W. 
Boling Browder-—the one who had said 
it would be all right if Jesse and Zee 
loved each other—-and asked her if she 
could be married at her house. The 
sister-in-law said that Zee could. Mrs. 
Browder lived on a farm a few miles 
from Kearney, Mo., not far from where 
Jesse had been born. 

Now came the problem of getting a 
minister. At this time, a license was not 
needed; the preacher gave the couple a 
“certificate of marriage’ and the job 
was done. 

Zee had an uncle—the Rev. William 
James—who lived in Kansas City, about 
30 miles from the Browder farm. Zee 
asked him:to come to the Browder farm 
on a certain day. He Knew what it was 
about, but he had no intention of marry- 
ing them. He wanted to give her a lec- 
ture and dissuade her. 

The minister arrived and there Jesse 
was, his face beaming; now he could 
have the girl he had courted so many 
years. And there was Zee dressed for 
her wedding. And so was Jesse con- 
ventionally attired with two pistols. 

Her uncle said he would not marry 
them and began to give Zee a piece of 
his mind. Then he began to unbraid 
Jesse for even daring to think he could 
marry Zee Mimms. 

“IT want you to marry me, 
William,’’ she said. 

“IT will perform no such unworthy 
ceremony.” 

“Show him the newspaper clippings, 
Jesse,” she said. 

Jesse pulled them out of his pocket;

As soon as ‘Irving, a handsome, nattily 
dressed young man, with neat, fashionable side- 
burns, arrived to take charge of the arrange- 
ments for his mother’s. funeral, he conferred 
with Captain Boyle on the various problems 
which the mystery seemed to present. 

“T’m as puzzled as you are,” he said. “I’m 
sure nothing has been taken.”

The news 
about my mother reached me this morning be- 
fore I could make any calls.”’ 

“Was your mother nervous about staying 
alone in the house?”’

A .32-calibre revolver, which he had pur- 
chased several months before the murder, was 
found in the drawer of his desk at the drug- 
store. (His mother had been shot twice in the 
head with a .32) 

Having retained two of the most capable at- 
torneys in the staté, Thomas Barkworth and 
Thomas Wilton, Latimer presently told Prose- 
cuting Attorney James A. Parkinson that he 
wished to make a statement explaining his 
rather strange actions. 

“First, I wish to deny that I ever told any- 
one I spent the night in Detroit,” he declared. 
“If anyone has thought I did, he has been draw- 
ing false deductions. | 

“As a matter of fact, I went to Detroit to 
see a girl, Trixie.” 

The attractive Trixie had agreed to meet 
him at a corner on Woodward <Ave., he said. 
But she had failed to show up, with the result 
that he had taken a street car to a residence 
on Gratiot Ave., where he had first made her 
acquaintance. She was not there, but he learned 
that she had intended going west,that evening 
on the Michigan Central. 

He went on to relate that he had hastened

hall, the employe saw a man at the door of 34. 

Some time between 9 and 10 that same morn- 
ing, a young man with dark sideburns and mus- 
tache had entered a barber shop-on Griswold St. 
and said he wanted a shave. As the barber started 
his usual preparations, he noticed that there was 
some blood on the lapel of his customer's coat. 
He mentioned the fact. 

“Yes. Nosebleed. Had a terrible night. May 
I wash here?”’ 

“Certainly, sir.” 

The customer went to the washstand, sponged 
the spots on his coat, and also some spots on 
his shirt. 

“Er—is there blood on my mustache?’ he 
inquired. 

“IT don’t see any,” the barber replied. “A 
nosebleed can be a nasty business.” Then he 
noticed something else, and exclaimed, “Why, 
sir, you don’t have any cuffs on!” 

“No,” said the young man. He did not offer 
any explanation for this extraordinary deficiency 
in his attire. 

Later, after Latimer received the news of his 
mother’s death, the hotel clerk noticed that he 
was wearing a cloth cap with earmuffs instead 
of his derby. 

As he wasn’t carrying the derby, the clerk 
wondered whether he had packed it in his satchel. 

Or had he left it some place?

CAPTAIN BOYLE, after the call from the rail- 

road conductor, consulted a timetable and 
saw that he would not beable to get a train for 
Detroit for another two hours. 

He spent several minutes studying the time- 
table. 

En route to Detroit, Boyle reviewed what 
the neighbors were saying about Irving Latimer. 


- That he’d gotten into debt. That the bank had 


called a note of his. That some of the whole- 
Sale firms were refusing him credit. And it was 
common gossip that his mother hadn’t approved 
of his extravagant goings-on in Detroit. 

ey were saying that her estate would run 
to about $12,000, in addition to the house and 
property. 

Irving was her only heir. 

At the Michigan Central offices, Boyle showed 
the conductor and the porter two photographs 
of Latimer. Without hesitation, they said: 

“That’s the man!” 

Soon the officer located two conductors who 
remembered seeing Latimer traveling westward 
toward Jackson on the evening of the 24th. He 
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to the railroad station, hoping to persuade her 
not to leave that night. Just as the 10:10 was 
pulling out, he thought he saw her on the last 
car, so he had run along and jumped aboard. 

But he had been mistaken; she was not on 
the train. 

He had paid his fare as far as Ypsilanti, and 
gotten off there. He said he did not have enough 
money for both a room in a hotel in Ypsilanti 
and. his fare back to Jackson. He could have 
returned to the Griswold, of course, but he dis- 
covered that there was another train west be- 
fore one was due east toward Detroit. 


He said he reached Jackson at 1:08 a. m., 
went to his store, and settled down on the cot 
there. No sooner had he done so, he went on, 
than it suddenly occurred to him that his satchel 
was still in Room 34 of the Griswold. According- 
ly, he had arisen early and taken the 6 o’clock 
train back to Detroit. 


A! THE trial that spring, Prosecutor Parkin- 
son brought out that Mrs. Latimer had held 
her son’s note for $3,000, due a week after her 
death; that some of his taxes were unpaid; that 
he had borrowed money in Detroit; that he had 
acquired several score creditors whose bills to- 
taled $1,900. 

Parkinson charged that the accused had de- 
cided to kill his mother back in October, when 
he had purchased the revolver. Step by step he 
had devised a plan for what he expected would 
prove a perfect alibi. Then, with that note 
almost due, and his mother insisting that he 
give up his pleasure trips to Detroit, he had 
gone through with his cold-blooded project. 

The defendant showed no° emotion, even 
while Parkinson described the bedroom as Cap- 
tain Boyle found it. This appearance of callous- 
ness told against him, but he explained to a re- 
porter that he had never been able to shed tears, 
“even when I was a small child and badly hurt.” 


He took the stand and told his Trixie story. 
Court observers agreed that it was extremely 
far-fetched. During cross-examination he an- 
swered 289 questions either “I don’t know” or 
“I don’t remember.”’ 

What the jury thought of his defense could 
be judged from the fact that they needed only 
20 minutes to find him guilty. 

“Heaven has been bountiful to you above your 
fellows,” Judge Erastus Peck told him, “and how 
you have abused those blessings you know as 
well as I.” 

Then he pronounced sentence of life impris- 


onment, the extreme penalty in Michigan. 

In the state prison at Jackson, Latimer re- 
ceived no sympathetic welcome from his fellow 
inmates. But he won them over vin time, and, 
becoming a model prisoner, he was placed in 
charge of the institution’s pharmacy. 

For all his good behavior, however, he plotted 
to escape. 

He formulated a plan to put a guard to sleep 
with an opiate, seize his keys, and thus flee. He 
tested himself with a mild solution of prussic 
acid and opium; it put him to sleep, and there 
was no worse after-effect than a headache. 


Although Latimer was not supposed to be 
out of his cell at night, two night guards, 
George W. Haight and Maurice P, Gill, let him 
out more or less regularly. He would fix them 
a snack around midnight, and they would par- 
take of it together in a small office. 


ON THE night of March 26, 1893, he brought 
them some. lemonade and sardines. 

Within a few minutes, both guards were un- 
conscious, and Latimer was loose. 

But, as with his perfect alibi in the murder 
of his mother, something went wrong. Within 
20 minutes, George Haight was dead, and Gill 
was in all but mortal agony. Apparently, Lati- 
mer had either made the solution too strong, or 
the guards had been over-susceptible. (It was 
rather generally agreed later that his intent had 
not been to kill—not this time.) 

The fugitive remained at large only a few 
days. As he was attempting to buy some shoes 
in the town of Moscow, Hillsdale County, a 
sheriff walked into the store and collared him. 

Of this disastrous episode in his unlucky 
career, Latimer was to write 
years later: 


“Within less than four years 
after imprisonment, still rank- 
ling under a keen sense of in- 
justice, I escaped. As a result 
of that escape an officer—a 
gentleman and my friend—died. 
There was no intent, no thought 
of, no reason for his death. 


“That he died has ever 
brought me keenest regret and 
sorrow, assuaged only by the 
knowledge that his death was 
accidental, unpremediated, and 
directly due to lack of medical 
attention.” 

After his return to the 
prison, he was put to keeping books,.and in 1907, 
having interested himself in horticulture, he be- 
came chief of the prison grounds. 

The years dragged by. In the early 1920s, 
interviewed by a reporter, he criticized the low 
type of criminals then crowding the nation’s 
prisons. Said he: : 

‘“‘We used to have train bandits, bank robbers, 
safe blowers—all fairly intelligent men and 
most of them beyond the period of youth. Now 
what do we have? A mob of ignorant, half- 
educated boys, cocky kids whose chief trouble 
is that they think they know it all.”’ 

He became a full trusty in 1926, and grew 
to be a familiar figure on the streets of the 
city. Sometimes the warden took him for an 
automobile drive. "Meanwhile he kept his health, 
and made repeated appeals for pardon, which 
were invariably turned down. The memory of 
the Latimer murder was still green in the minds 
of many people in Michigan and over the 
nation. 

At Christmas time, 1928, he sent out 400 
cards, reading: 

To you. who are free, from one who is 
passing his 40th Christmas within prison 
walls. 

Heartiest wishes for a Joyful Christmas 
and a Happy New Year. 

R. IRVING LATIMER, : 
MICHIGAN STATE PRISON, JACKSON 


N 1935, the convict population of the prison 

was moved into a new building—all except 
Latimer. When he said he did not wish to leave 
the cell he had inhabited for so long, the au- 
thorities let him stay on as a watchman in the 
old prison. 

Finally, on May 11, 1935, exactly 46 years 
after his conviction, the 69-year-old lifer received 
a full pardon from Governor Fitzgerald. He ex- 
plained at the time that he had been promised 
a job, to last as long as he lived, in a Dearborn 
automobile factory. 

But the job didn’t pan out. He became a 
vagrant, then an inmate of the county infirmary 
at Eloise, Mich. 

He died there, at the age of 80, on Aug. 30, 
1945. His death was attributed to heart disease 
and tuberculosis. . 

He was buried in Mount Evergreen Cemetery 
in Jackson, in the same lot with his father and 
mother.

NYWAY, furious words passed 
in the little house a quarter of a 
century ago and Crescenzo stalked 
out, his face beet-red with anger. A 
week later, he was several hundred 
miles away. He paused in France, 
en route to Italy, and mastered his 
pride long enough to send an apolo- 
getic card to his wife, asking if the 
spat couldn’t be patched up. 

Catherine would have been’ glad 
to take him back a few days ear- 
lier, but he had stayed stubborn so 
long that her own feelings had_be- 
come deeply offended.

We 
drink wine and sing “Tipperary” 
every night. Very good.” 

The English accents, so long un- 
heard, awakened Crescenzo's old 
homesickness. He began writing his 
wife again. She, with the stored-up 
indignation of the years, ignored him 
at first. But one wistful sentence 
stuck in her mind and gave her no 
peace. 

‘I wish I were a bird to fly back 
to London,” Crescenzo had written. 

Catherine went to the British 
Home Office, told the story and 
filled out endless papers. Investiga- 
tions followed and much delay.

BAKED FILET OF FLOUNDER

OME folks seem to look on cooking as a woman's 

prerogative and are greatly surprised if a man is 
interested in tossing together some congenial ingredients 
in the kitchen from time to time.

While cooking the fish in 
a hot oven, I prepared some 
salted almonds, about four 
for each slice of fish, slic- 
ing the almonds lengthwise 
and immersing them in 
melted butter in a small 
frying pan. 

When the flounder had 
cooked 20 minutes, I placed

some almonds on each slice. 

After an additional five 
minutes, making 25 min- 
utes all together, I served 
the fish and poured over it 
the essence from the fry- 
ing pan, and the remaining 
almonds. 

I garnished the fish with 
finely chopped parsley, and 
served it good and hot with 
green peas, I can recom- 
mend this as an extremely 
palatable Parisienne dish.
